Resolved,  I*/,  That  \vc  warmly  sympathise  with  this  on* 
tarprise,  and  will  earnestly  co-operate  with  our  Virginia 
brethren. 

2.  Heiotved,  That  we  affectionately  recommend  the  Bap- 
tist Churches  throughout  this  State,  to  make  immediate 
and  liberal  collections,  for  the  further  prosecution  ot'  this 
most  important  work. 

'A.  Resolved,  That,  believing  it  highly  desirable  that  the 
Baptist  family  throughout  the  Confederate  States  should 
unite  in  this  movement,  we  earnestly  commend  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  Virginia  Baptists  to  the  favorable  considera- 
tion of  the  denomination  in  the  several  States  of  the  Con- 
federacy.

the  stress  in  which  we  now  find  ourselves,  but  above  all,  we 
do  recognize  the  hand  of  God  in  leading  us  into  our  pres- 
ent condition.  Ami  on  this  account  we  do  not  feel  the 
slightest  disposition  to  depart  from  the  position  assumed 
by  this  Body  at  its  last  annual  session  ;  on  the  contrary, 
and  in  full  view  of  the  perilous  circumstances  which  now 
surround  us,  we  do  now  in  humble  dependence  on  that  God 
in  whom  we  have  ever  trusted,  solemnly  declare  it  to  be  our 
purpose  to  maintain  that  position  until  the  light  breaks 
through  the  darkness  which  now  onvolopsus. 

We  wish  also,  to  express  our  gratitude  to  God  for  having 
given  us  a  chief  magistrate,  who  has,  in  all  his  official  acts 
and  proclamations,  recognized  the  dependence   wc  all  feel

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

That  '•ignorance  is  I  he  mother  of  demotion,"  is  an    adage  as  fobN   as  il 
ramiliar.    A  baser  libel  upon   Christianity  wa«  never  invented  by   its  raw 
malignant  opponents.    It  is  superstition,  not  devotion,    that  claim  such  pi 
rentage.     And  the  mother  and  daughter  have  mr  cherished  each  other  wit 
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»  devotion  truly  wonderful.    For  while  on  the  one  band  ignorance  gives 

;irlli  to  and  Fosters  sup'rstilion,  mi  the  other  hand  superstition  plvcs  all  its 
vast  nod  terrible  influence  to  render  ignorance  complete  nod  perpetnal. — 
Says  a  writer,  distinguished  no  less  for  the  correctness  of  his  riews  than  for 
the  beauty  of  liis  style,  "When  a  baleful  super  tition  like  that  of  the  Church 
of  Koine,  lias  once  got  a  footing  among  an  ignorant  people,  it  is  next  t<> 
impossible  to  eradicate  it ;  for  it  can  only  bo  assailed  with  success  by  the 
weapons  of  reason  and  argument,  and  la  those  weapons  it  is  impassive.  The 
sword  of  ethereal  temper  loses  its  edge  when  tried  on  the  scaly  hide  of  this 
leviathan.  No  wonder  the  Church  <»f  Koine  is  such  a  (riend  to  ignorance; 
ii  is  but  paying  the  arrears  of  gratitude  in  which  she  is  deeply  indebted.— 
How  is  it  possible  for  her  not  to  bate  that  light  which  would  unveil  her  im- 
postures nnd  detect  her  enormities!  Hut  it  is  only  a  false  religion,  a  cor- 
nipt  Christianity  that  can  be  opposed  to  the  light  of  true  science  and  the 
scrutiny  of  cultivated  reason.  Only  those  whose  deeds  are  evil  love  dark- 
ness rather  than  light.  True  religion  has  everything  to  hope  but  nothing  to 
tear  from  the  dissemination  of  knowledge.  And  Christianity  when  uncor- 
ruptcd  by  intriguing  and  designing  men  has  ever  been  the  firm  friend  and 
energetic  supporter  of  education.  Planted  at  first  in  the  most  renowned  and 
enlightened  cities  of  the  world  it  has  ever  flourished  best  in  those  countries. 
and  iluring  those  periods  in  which  science  and  learning  were  most  cultivated. 
And  on  the  other  hand  real  learning,  true  science  has  never  received  more 
valuable  aid  than  thai  which  has  been  rendered  it  by  the  Gospel.  Christian- 
ity is  that  heavenly  goddess  in  whose  train  are  found  all  the  graces  that 
adorn  and  elevate  society.  She  is  the  sun  upon  who-c  rising  the  bats  and 
owls  of  ignorance  and  superstitious  fear  skulk  away.  And  tinder  Its  infill- 
ence  'Ihe  light  of  the  noon  shall  be  as  the  light  of  the  sun  and  the  li.nht  of 
the  sun    hall  be  seven  fold  as  the  light  or  seven  days.'  -" 

The.  history  of  Haptlsts  shows  that  they  have  ever  been  active  in  the  sup- 
iiorl  of  education  in  all  i:s  various  branches.  There  is  no  department  of 
lent  ning  which  has  not  shared  the  hem  lit  of  th'-ir  influence. 

That  the  lloptisUi  of  Alabama  are  deeply  Interested  and  earnestly  engaged 
in  the  work  of  education  is  evident  from  the  various  institutions  of  learning 
i  tablished  by  them,  and  now  under  their  control.  These  institutions  are 
known  to  you  all  and  have  a  place  in  your  allections.  It  is  not  necessary, 
therefore,  thai  they  should  each  be  mentioned  by  name,  or  formally  recom- 
mended by  your  committee. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Howard  College  we  are  glad  to  learn 
that  notwithstanding  the  calamities  that  now  overwhelm  the  country,  and 
notwithstanding  three  of  the  Professors  and  many  ol  the  students  of  this 
institution  have  entered  the  army  of  the  South  it  has  not  suspended  its  oper- 
ations, ns  many  colleges  have  been  compelled  to  do. 

It  is  truly  gratifying  to  learn  from  the  Iteportof  the  Trustees  of  the  Jnd- 
sini  Female  Institute  that  its  past  session  was  one  of  continuous  prosperity, 
the  attendance  being  considerably  larger  than  that  of  the  previous  year.— 
At  the  last  annual  commencement  twenty-four  young  ladies  were  admitted  to 
graduation.  Though  the  national  troubles  have  seriously  affected  the  Insti- 
tution, yet  the  present  session  has  opened  with  numbers  exceeding  the  ex- 
pectations of  its  friends. 

There  are  one  or  two  subjects  in  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Howard 
College  to  which  it  is  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention.— 
One  of  these  is  the  attachment  of  a  military  department  to  the  College.— 
Your  committee  would  merely  cull  the  attention  of  the  body  to  this  matter 
without  expressing  an  opinlonJn  reference  to  it.  The  other  subject  mention- 
ed In  the  report  to  which  it  is  thought  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Convention  is,  the  necessity  of  sustaining  our  educational  interests,  even 
during  the  present  crisis.  The  resolution  of  the  Trustees  and  principal  of 
Ihe  Judson  in  this  matter,  is  worthy  of  imitation.  Engaged  in  an  arduous 
and  all-important  struggle,  such  as  has  been  forced  upon  the  South,  there  is 
danger  of  letting  it  absorb  other  interests  thut  are  essential  to  national  pr<  s- 
perity.  There  is  being  manifested  on  the  part  of  some  a  disposition  to  for- 
sake our  educational  enterprises  until  the  existing  troubles  are  passed  over. 
The  students  and  professors  in  our  colleges  are  urged  and  encouraged  to  en- 
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H*t  iii  the  armies  of  the  South.    Indeed  there  are  «omc  who  do  hot  hesitate

It  is,  therefore,  a  pal  riot  iu  duty  to  attend  to  the  Inten  mm  of  our 
cdu  uti'iml  enterprise*,  even  whllo  the  nation  is  enticed  In  thin  lire  ami 
death  struggle.  When  we  have  conquered  a  peace  nml  gained  our  iudepen" 
dence  oy  the  arbitration  ol  the  sword,  our  national  existence,  will  neither  hi 
prostrated  nor  prosperous  twle*s  our  people  are  Intelligent  and  educated.

You  see  from  the  above  recapitulation  lliut  you  have  done  niucli  toward* 
makisig  your  t.'ollcge  in  its  endowment,  all  that  you  desire  i'.  to  b.\  It  will 
ultimately  need  a  larger  endowment  than  the  above,  bul  for  the  present,  lid* 
is  all  that  il  ueeds.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  litte  bus  been  accomplished 
in  collecting  the  money,  principal  and  intciv.-t.  due  on  the  notes  giveh  to 
the  College,  The  drought,  of  last  year  and  at  present,  the  unjust  and  fiend- 
ish war  which  our  formal  brethren  of  the  Northern  Stale*  are  so  unrelenting- 
ly waging  against  us,  have  so  greatly  deranged  the  lioanelnl  resource- 01 
the  country,  as  to  render  collection*  impossible,  and  it  would  be  bigbly  in- 
jurious to  attempt  it.  under  the  existing  condition  of  thing*. 

Your  Board  regret  that  they  aro  compelled  to  announce  for  the  I'rst  time 
in  the  history  of  the  College,  that  its  internal  condition   is  not  prosperous* 
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this  is  tin'  result  <>r  causes  which  no  htiman  wisdom  could  foresee,  or  guard 
against.  The  almost  total  failure  in  Ihu  crops  of  IHiiO  forced  many  of  the 
nitrons  of  the  College  to  keep  tbeir  sons  at  home.  Hence  tin"  totul  number 
of  students  registered  during  the  session  ending  July  1st,  1861.  was  sixty- 
two.  In  tin-  tin  an  lime  the  existing  war  was  commenced,  and  from  the  tre- 
im-cdous  outside  prc-sure  brought  to  bear  upon  tin'  young  men — students  in 
tlw  ollege — it  was  found  to  be  impossible  to  restrain  theni  from  joining 
,  volunteer  companies,  L'jrmn  the  best  Information  which  can  be  obltined, 
there  are  now  as  many  as  42  of  the  above  62  students  in  the  Confederate 
Army.  The  same  thing  has  occurred  in  nenrly  every  college  in  the  South. 
Your  Ronrd  nre  fully  persuadetl  that  this  course  was  injudicious  and  unwise. 
In  the  reported  language  of  the  honored  President  of  the  Confederacy  :  "It 
trus  winding  up  our  si  til  rum."  Your  Hoard  did  what  they  Cculd  to  pre- 
vent this  great  injury  to  the  "future"  of  our  common  country  ;  but  without 
success,  Honest  hut  Injudicious  persona  who  possessed  the  ear  and  the  con- 
lldeuoo  of  th"  young  men,  persuaded  them  that  patriotism  (demanded  the  sa« 
cfilicn,  it i !•  1  that  liny  nuglil  lo  Milniileer,  The-,  though  not  wise,  accorded 
Ullll  I  In  it  o\VI|  I'itl'tli  •!  line  ol  fWllllltr}  ,  itllll  II  was  haul  I V  tolinevpei  |im|  (lint 
iteoinpiiiiV  of  lllgll  '|iliil"il  youth  eoiihl  |'«ip|p|  ih.pn  liilhiciiee--,  \fWm  th" 
faculty  ol  the  Colteg^  could  not  withstand  litem,  and  three  of  n«  ntetubers 
ure  now  in  the  ranks  of  out  tinny,  uh  common  soldiers.  Thus.  alter  years 
of  laborious  preparation  for  usefulness,  in  positions  for  which  tliey  were  ad- 
mirably titled,  t  iey  have  sacriliced  all  to  the  calls  of  patriotism.  While  we 
can  lint  a 'mire  their  devotion  and  disinterestedness,  we  must  question  the 
wisdom  of  their  course.  \\  e  have  hundreds  ol  thousands  of  the  best  mid 
bravest  soldiers,  in  the  world,  and  but  few,  very  few,  who  arc  qualified  to  (ill 
the  places  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  1  Vol's,  W.  A.  Parker,  E.  D. 
Thornton  and  E.  Ward.  Your  Hoard  can  but  express  the-  wish  that  they 
may  yet  find  some  appropriate  Deld  fur  the  exercise  of  the  talents  which  tiny 
unquestionably  possess.  As  the  result  of  the  working  of  the  too  great  eag- 
erness many  perhaps  the  mujority,  of  our  colleges  have  been  forced  to  sus- 
pend. We  hnve  not  thought  it  judicious  to  pursue  this  course,  especially  as 
it  might  involve  the  loss  of  a  Iftrge  portion  of  th"  endowment  fund.  We 
have',  tlr  reforc,  retained  the  remaining  members  ol  the  Faculty  and  request* 
id  tlii'in  to  open  the  doors  of  tin*  Institution  to  a  class  of  students  preparing 
for  college,  Up  to  this  date  have  registered  their  names,  and  are  pur- 
suing their  studies  with  commendable  diligence. 

During  the  session  It*  young  men  registered  their  names  as  studying  for 
the  ministry.  Hut  uvuu  the  Theological  Department  could  not  escape  the 
spintol  the  Li  men,  and  many  of  its  students  are  now  volunteers  in  our  army. 
The  majority  of  these  young  hrcthlcn  are  men  of  piety  and  talent,  and  are 
exciting  a  most  happy  and  benign  influence  where  they  are.  Only  two  of 
this  class  of  students  have  returned  to  the  College.  The  number,  however, 
could  be  greatly  increased  if  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Convention  bad  in 
hand  the  means  of  sustaining  them. 

'I  he  Hoard  were  compelled,  reluctantly,  to  accept  the  resignations  of  Profs, 
Parker,  Thornton  and  Ward.  We  regret  the  Iosp  of  these  promising  young 
men  lo  the  College,  and  the  cause  of  education.  In  view  of  the  prospects 
of  the  Col  lego,  and  during  the  continuance  ol  tho  wur,  thwy  do  uoi  think  it 
prudent  to  till  these  chairs.  IVe  have,  as  far  us  possible,  devolved  the  duties 
of  them  OH  the  other  members  of  the  Faculty.  Dr.  H.  Taibird  is  still  the 
President  of  tho  College.  Proti,  A.  li.  Goodhue,  D.  G.  Sherman  and  T. 
W.  Tobey,  continue  to  till  their  respective  chairs. 

The  Board  submit  to  the  Convention  whether  it  might  not  be  judicious,  in 
view  of  the  future  of  our  country,  to  attach  a  Military  Department  to  the 
College.  This  will,  in  all  probability,  become  a  universal  feature  of  South- 
ern education,  and  there  is  something  in  it  peculiarly  attractive  to  Southern 
youth.  It  i.s  certainly  promotive  of  the  discipline  and  good  order  ol  any 
institution.  In  addition  to  all  this,  when  we  shall  have  achieved  our  eman- 
cipation from  Northern  oppression,  it  will  still  be  our  duty  to  defend  the 
liberties  we  have  won  ;  an  .  it  is  most  assuredly  our  duty  to  contribute  our 
part  in  flttlug  our  young  men  for  this  responsible  «vork.  One  great  bud  had 
in  view  in  establishing  the  College,  was  ihe  educution  ol  our  rising  ministry, 
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awl  t  CM)  two  thing*  m.i)  not  be  compatible,  Your  Board  would  bi>  under- 
si.n  (I  us  in.;-,  ty  suggesting  this  thought  lor  the  consldct  atlon  of  ibo  <  'onvvfi. 
liou.  The  tir in  ol  ufllce  of  the  following  member*  of  the  Hoard  of  Truxtcei 
ol  the  Col  lego  expires  with  the  present  session  of  the  Convention  namely  :

lu  conclusion your  Board  would  iuvito  the  Convention,  and  the  Baptists 
of  Alabama  to  mi i t (.-  with  them  in  earnest  supplication  to  Cod  for  bin  bless- 
ing on  out  educational  iutercsia.  It  is  now  twenty  yean  since  the  Denomi- 
nation resolved  to  establish  an  institution  of  learning  in  Marion.  It  is. 
however,  onlj  about  seven  y.-irs  iiiucu  they  have  Inlly  realized  the  gieatnesi 
of  the  work  which  Hay  have  undertaken.  They  have  not  done  .ill  the) 
n  isbed  or  expected  to  accomplish.  Much  has  been  done,  much  remains  to 
be  done.  At  no  period  in  the  history  of  the  Institution  have  we  felt  more 
deeply  the  importance  of  this  work,  and  we  arc  fully  persuaded  that  no  en- 
lerprisetn  winch  we  arc  engaged,  whether  we  act  from  the  proinptiugs  of 
duty  or  benevolence,  can,  in  this  r>  spect,  be  compared  with  it.  'J'he  timet 
through  which  we  arc  passing  are  peculiar.  Our  young  men  who  ought  to 
U:  in  the  bulls  of  our  colleges,  arc  in  our  armies  lighting  the  b;ittlcH  ol  free- 
dom. Many  of  our  most  liberally  endowed  colleges  have  suspended  their 
operations  lor  the  year,  aud  others  have  done  us  we  have,  opened  their  doors 
to  boys  who  are  too  young  to  enter  on  u  regular  course  of  Collegiate  studio. 
This  state  of  thing.--,  however,  cannot  last,  and  the  great  question  before  us 
is  this,— What  are  we  looking  to  when  things  shall  have  assumed  their  regu- 
lar and  accustomed  course  J  This  will  depend  on  the  devotion  of  the  De- 
nomination to  its  educational  interest.  If  we  do  our  duty  we  shall  succeed  ; 
if  we  neglect  it  we  shall  tail. 

The  Hoard  had  nearly  omitted  to  mention  the  fact.  Hint  at  the  last  nnnual 
commencement  of  the  College,  eight  promising  young  men  received  the  hon- 
ors of  graduation.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Judson  Female  Institute. 

To  the  Alubamn  Baptist  Convention  : 

The  past  session  of  the  Judson  Institute  was  one  of  continuous  prosperity, 
and  its  exercises  closed  as  usual.  The  attendance  ol  pup  Is  was  large,  show- 
ing n  considerable  increase  over  he  previous  year.  The  number  catalogued 
was  Tl'i.  Twenty-four  young  ladies  were  admitted  to  graduation.  The 
Commencement  Sermon  was  preached  by  Bro.C.  1>.  Mullaiy.of  Ua.,on  "the 
excellency  of  the  knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord." 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  session  is  now  in  progress.  Considerable  changes 
in  die  Faculty  have  occurred;  the  Principal,  Mr.  Davis-,  and  the  Steward. 
Mr.  Lide,  retain  their  positions,  mid  the  Faculty  now  engaged  is  of  the  high- 
est character,  and  ull  departments  are  in  sucee-sful  opera  ion.  Order,  stu- 
dious habits,  contentment  and  good  health  prevail  among  the  pupils. 

The  troubles  of  the  country  have  sensibly  affected  the  number  of  pupils. 
The  present  session  has  opened,  however,  with  numbers  exceeding  our  ex- 
pectations ;  thus  far  H'J  have  bee-i  registered,  and  it  is  pleating  to  observe 
that  a  considerable  portion  of  these  are  from  distant  points  in  other  States  ; 
some  the  children  of  former  pupils.  This  testifies  strongly  the  bold  which 
the  Institute  retains  upon  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  public.  While 
other  Institutions  are  sustained  by  merely  local  patronage,  and  some  havo 
suspended  entirely,  ouis  promises  to  maintain  itsposilltiou.  It  is  the  settled 
purpose  of  the  Trustees  uud  Principal  by  careful  and  liberal  management, 
with  the  blessing  of  1'rovidence,  to  support  the  Judson  in  all  its  departments 
continuously  through  these  dark  days  aud  to  uphold,  bo  far  as  its  influence 
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rvtcnds,  the  cause  of  Female  Education,  more  essential  now  than  ever  to 
the  prosperity  and  moral  well-being  of  our  country. 

The  Ann  llasscltine  Society  sends  to  the  Convention  its  usual  contribu- 
tion to  the  Missionary  cause. 

The  Trustees  hope  that  the  interest  heretofore  manifested  l>y  the  Conrcn- 
tion  in  the  Institute  will  be  unabated,  and  that  it  will  continue  to  prove  a 
pillar  of  strength  to  our  denomination  and  u  blessing  to  the  people.

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Report  on  Temperance. 

Your  committee  on  Temperance  having  had  assigned  them  the  duty  that 

properly  belong?  to  a  standing  committee,  have  not  had  the  requisite  time 

to  prepare  as  concise  nnd  as  pointed  a  report  as  is  desirable,  but  bog  leave 

to  oiler  the  following  : 

We  are  exhorted  by  the  Apostle  to  be  "temperate  in  all  things,"  and  it 
i.i  the  imperative  duty  of  every  Christian  t/>  obey  the  exhortation  ;  but  the 
term  Intemperance  as  it  is  usually  applied,  has    reference  to  an    inordinate 
i:se  of  inebriating  beverage.     The  deleterious  effects   of  Intemperance  are 
•o  manifest  that  to  expatiate  upon    them   seems  superfluous.     Nothing  is 
i  lore  clearly  evident  than  that  the  free  and    unrestrained  use   of  intoxicat- 
ing drinks  is  more  destructive  to  the  human  family  than  all  the  implements 
of  war,  and  is  attended  with  misery,  of  which  there  is  lo  conceivable  par- 
allel.    It  binds  down  the  strong  arm  and  curbs  the  aspiring   spirit's  high 
career.     It  shackles  man  with  gyves  that  sometimes  urc  never  broken.     It 
drives  all  of  every  grade  and  class  to  obey  its  behests,  mocking  the  deter- 
mination of  the  most  resolute,  and  laughing  to  scorn  the  most  decisive  wills. 
Many  young  men  have  started  out  in  life  with  the  most  flattering  prospects 
before  them.     The  road  to  fame  and  renown  appeared  easy  of  access.     No 
breath  of  discouragement  fanned  their  manly  brows,  but  enthroned  thereon 
•■at  a  combination  of  all  those  lovely  virtues  that  adorn  and  beautify  the 
human  heart.     Hut  ere  they  hud  journeyed  fur  in  the  itinerancy  of  life — 
in  some  unguarded  hour,  they  gave  indulgence  to  the  ruinous  habit  of  ex- 
essive  drinking.     It  was  but  one  indulgence   however,  and  they  dreamed 
cot  of  danger.     But  indulgence  once  granted  brought  along  with  it  other 
indulgences,  and  soon  remorse   tortured  the  soul    with  the   poignant  recol- 
lection of  having  acted  in  a  manner  hurtful  to  their  high  vocation.  Among 
the  flowers  of  their  hopes  now  lurked  the  adder   of  despair,  and  ere  long 
r.ll  their  bright   prospects  and  alluring  hopes  were  hurled  to  the  shades  of 
an  eternal  night.     Having  formed   the  habit,  the   inebriate  throws  oil  all 
restraint,  civil  and  religious,  and  plunges  headlong  in  vice  nnd  crime, blunt* 
i:ig  his  sensibilities  and  prostituting  all  his  moral  powers,  till  emboldened 
by  iniqnity  he  perpetrates  deeds  that  a  fiend  would  blush  to  perform.     And 
at  the  morning  dew  and  evening  shower  but  leaves  in  vain  the  pallid  cheek 
of  the  withered  flower,  that  lies  as  a  prostrate  memento  of  its  once  flourish- 
ing state,  so  the   premonitions  of  the  habit   of  intemperance  but  warn  in 
vain  its  drunkeu  devotees,  who  stand  as  doleful  monuments  of  their  once 
proud  and  happy  coudition.     How  to  counteract  this  demoralizing  tenden- 
cy is  the  purpose  of  temperance  reports.    And  it  may  well  engage  alike 
the  earnest  nttention  of  both  philanthropist  aud    Christian.    In  the  hum- 
ble opiniou  of  your  committee  the  mere  approval  and  adoption,  by  this 
*;ody,  of  reports  reprobating  the  practice,  will  muke  but  little,  if  any,  in 
removing  the  causes,  if  the  churches  of  Jesus   Christ  retain  within  their 
membership  those  who  are  given  to  the  habit  of  excessive  drinking,  or  per- 
mit the  sale  ol  intoxicating  spirits,  save  for  mendicioal  purposes,  by  those 
vho  nr'e  members  of  the  church.    The  total  abstinence  on  the  part  of  cv- 


cry  Christian,  except  in  cum  <'f  sickness,  ami  mi  earnest  rndcivi  r  in  tie 
Ministry,  and  anions  the  lovers  of  tTrsus,  tn  CXCrt  every  effort  in  the  extir« 
pation  ol  Intemperance  appear  to  l>e  the  best  meant  For  the  promotion  of 
the  object  of  the  report.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  presout  apparent  conflict  between  the  claim-  of  patriotism  and  tl  • 
r'luims  of  Christianity,  has  greatly  embarrassed  the  minds  of  many  of  our 
brethren  as  to  the  relative  importance  of  each.  At  a  time  when  our  very 
political  existence  and  independence  is  imperiled,  there  is  gn  at  danger  that 
we  shall  lose  sight  of  the  one  in  onr  efforts  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
other,  The  necessities  of  the  one  are  tangible,  and  are  pressing  npon  us 
with  an  urgency  which  ndmits  of  no  delay  —those  of  the  oilier  are  n 
distant,  and  in  our  unbelieving  hearts,  we  are  tempted  to  suppose,  may  be 
left  to  a  in  ire  auspicious  future,  That  faith  which  looks  ie>t  at  the  things 
which  are  BCCU,  but  at  the  tiling-*  which  are  unseen  and  et(  real,  i-  now  ill  • 
tnanded  with  an  urgency  of  appeal  which  divine  providence  has  never 
made  more  imperative  within  mir  memory.  Whether  the  Son  ol  Hod  diall 
iind  this  higher  development  of  faith  in  the  churches  remains  to  lie  seen.— 
And  yet  it  would  seem  that  at  a  time  when  our  s°nso  of  dejs  ndencc  uj'u.i 
our  glorified  Redeemer  for  aid  is  more  thoroughly  realized  by  all  Christians 
than  ever  before,  we  should  leel  mo«t  anxious  to  conciliate  hi*  favor.  That 
righteousness  that  exnltcth  n  nation  cannot  be  better  manifested  than  hy 
'  showing  that  our  interest  in  the  Redeemer's  cause  is  only  intensified  by  the 
dunpers  that  thicken  around  us.  That  last  achiovnicilt  of  faith  that  shall 
place  I  lie  Church  of  Christ  above  the  reach  of  the  revolutions  of  empires, 
will  inaugurate  the  millcninl  glory.  We  can  bnt  aspire  to  this.  May  God 
give  us  understanding  of  the  times,  that  we  may  know  what  Israel  oug!  t 
to  do ! 

It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  your  rommittec to  know  that  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  has  been  able  to  meet  all  its  liabilities  np  to  this  time. 
This  has  been  done  without  any  extraordinary  agencies.  Itissnpposid 
that  if  our  churches  shall  not  abate  their  zeal  horcuftir,  but  shall  continue 
to  contribute  lo  its  funds  ns  they  have  since  the  war  commenced,  the  Hoard 
will  be  able,  by  practising  the  rigid  economy  they  have  already  adoptee*, 
lo  meet  all  its  future  obligations. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  know  that  all  the  fund.-  transmitted  to  our  Mis- 
sionaries have  reached  their  destination.  The  providence  of  God  has  re* 
cently  opened  other  channels  through  which  these  funds  may  be  sent.  Tt 
ia  believed  that  no  apprehension  as  to  the  safety  of  these  channels  need  be 
entertained. 

Year  committee  can  do  nothing  more,  therefore  than  to  urge  our  breth- 
ren not  to  relax  their  eflorts  in  reference  to  the  claims  of  this  Beard.  To 
dcotrt  our  brethren  now,  who  have  gone  to  distant  hinds,  we  are  persuaded, 
U  cot  to  be  thought  of  by  any  brother  whose  heart  has  been  rercwed  by 
divine  grace.  Memory  will  never  summon  from  the  past  a  sweeter  recol- 
lection in  the  death  hour  than  that  which  shall  come  from  this  trying  crisis, 
if  wc  arc  faithful  to  the  vows  of  God  which  ire  upon  us.

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Report  on  Domestic  and  Indian  missions. 

The  circumstances  connected  with  the  formation  in  IP  13.  of  the  Scuth 
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(i..  Ltuutist-Convciilinu,  ami  tho  organization  of  its  Hoards, arc  now  in..: 
ter*  of  history.  Ami  in  thin,  as  in  other  things,  tho  hand  of  (iotl  must  lv 
gratefully  recognized,  overruling  what  se<  med  to  be,  ;iii<1  wan  an  evil  at  the 
time,  to  tho  promotion  of  the  prosperity  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

I5y  consulting  the  Cunvcntion  Minutes  of  that  period,  it  will  be  seen  that 
lliu  formation  of  the  S.  \i.  Convention  wan  not  a  matter  of  choice  so 
much  us  of  necoss'ty.  The  Hoard  of  tho  old  Triennial  Convention, at 
Uostou,  having  with  great  injustice  and  in  the  face  of  repeated  remonstrance 
udopled  tiie  following  resolution,  viz  :  That  "if  any  one  who  Khali  oflcr 
himself  for  a  missionary,  huving  slaves,  should  insist  on  retaining  them  uc 
his  property,  they  could  not  appoint  him."  The  Baptists  of  the  South 
felt  constrained,  not  only  from  proper  self-respect,  but  in  fidelity  to  the  in- 
terests of  tli'"  Savior's  cuiimj  at  home  and  abroad,  to  withhold  their  contri- 
bulions  from  the  I  Jos  ton  Hoard.  Ah  no  relief  could  he  obtained,  and  the 
gross  injustice  thus  done  was  rather  persisted  in,  the  only  alternative  left  to 
those  who  were  sincerely  desirous  of  laboring  for  Christ,  was  to  seek  soiuv 
other  channel  ol  communienting  their  contributions  and  themselves  to  the 
service  of  the  Muster.  For  this  purpose  the  S.  B.  Convention  was  or- 
ganized in  Augusta,  Gil.,  in  1845.  The  objects  had  in  view  by  our  breth- 
ren mi  t  together  ut  that  time,  were  publicly  set  forth  to  be  "the  extension 
of  the  Messiah's  Kingdom,  and  the  ^lory  of  our  God  ;  not  disunion  with 
any  of  His  people;  not  the  upholding  of  any  form  of  human  policy  or 
ivil  rights  ;  but  God's  glory  and  Messiah's  increasing  reign  ;  in  the  pro- 
motiou  of  which,  we  find  no  necessity  for  relinquishing  any  of  our  civil 
rights.     We  will  not  interfere  with  what  is  Ca-sar's.     We  will   not  com- 

promit  what  is  Cod's We  sympathize  with  the  Macedonian 

cry  from  every  part  of  the  heathen  world,— with  the  low  mean  for  spiritual 
aid,  of  the  tour  millions  of  half-stifled  Red  Men,  our  neighbors  ;  with  the 
sons  ot  Kthiopiu  among  us,  stretching  forth  their  hands  of  supplication  for 
tho  Gospel,  to  God  and  all  His  people,— and  we  have  shaken  ourselves  from 
tiie  nightmare  of  a  six  years'  "strife  about  words  to  no  pn  fit,"  for  the  profit 
of  these  poor,  pershing  and  precious  souls  ....  We  have  had 
more  talk  than  work  about  these  objects  too  loo-,'.  We  have  waited  too 
Ion"  for  the  more  learned  and  gifted,  and  opulent  ami  worthy,  to  lead  our 
wav  toward  these  objects  ;  ui.d  we  have  shortened  debute  uj  on  them  to 
get  to  business." 

These  were  brave  words  noble  sentiments,  that  de.vrve  to  be  engraved 
upon  every  Baptist's  heart ;  and  we  do  not  wonder  that  the  Convention 
of  this  State  in  the  same  year,  heartily  and  unanimously  adopted  them  ai 
'.heir  own.  Since  that  time  the  whole  South,  with  the  Indian  territories 
has  been  peculiarly  the  held  of  operations  for  the  1  tome-tic  Board  of  Mi*- 
k'ioiis.  And  our  own  State  has  gone  along  side  these  who  have  most  lib- 
erally supported  these  Missions.  The  result  of  the  separation,  painful  as 
it  was  ut  the  time,  has  been  that  the  contributions  ot  the  Southern  church- 
es  have  been  largely  increased,  in  every  department  of  Christian  enterprise, 
and  particularly  for  Domestic  Missions. 

And  now  that  a  political  separation  (of  which  ours  was  but  a  foreshadow- 
ing) has  taken  place,  and  we  Hud  ourselves  involved  in  an  unhappy  and  un- 
provoked struggle,  for  our  independence,  with  those  with  whom  we  were 
once  tied  together,— we  would  IIIUKTILY  and  UNANIMOUSLY  re  adopt  tbe 
Bcntimcnta  set  forth  by  our  brethren  in  18  If).  We  would  go  to  work  with 
the  same  earnest  purposes,  the  same  simple  contidencc  in  that  God  who 
hath  thus  far  smiled  upon  us  and  increased  us  so  greatly  on  every  side.— 
The  cause  is  Mi— what  uc  have  is  llis—vn  auk  His.  And  whatever  mo- 
tives for  labor  in  the  Home  and  IndiuD  fields  there  were  thcu,  exist  with 
increased  force  now.  Now,  thauks  be  to  God,  our  country  is  our  own,  to 
be  kept  free  from  the  intermeddling  of  those  who  understand  neither  us 
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nor  our  institution* ;  ami  the  unparalleled  unanimity  and  moral  strength 

now  exhibited  by  our  beloved  land,  is  due,  nmlcr  Cod.  in  no  small  degree  to 
tin'  labors  of  Southern  Christian!*,  —  preachers,  and  Missionaries,  nnd  pri- 
vale  members, — who  have  not  Ihuii  hampered  m«r  directed   bv   Northern 

Hoards.  Ami  to  what  else,  than  the  faitlifnl  labors  of  our  M issinnnrk* 
among  them,  ran  we  nscribc  Ihe  remnrkablc  readiness  of  the  Indians  lo  e»- 
pause  our  cause,  and  the  vulunblo  aid  given  in  the  war  now  existing  be- 
tween thi'  Confederate  and  the  I  foiled  States?  Ami  tliis,  lie  it  remember- 
cil.is  at  the  sacrifice  of  large  sums  of  money  which  they  have  yearly  re- 
ceived from  the  U,  8.  Government. 

Kvery  motive  of  self-interest,  of  patriotism  and  of  gratitude,  as  well  .i< 
of  Christian  obligation,  called  on  us  to  he  even  more  curncst  than  ever  i:i 
the  prosecution  ol  our  Domestic  and  Indian  Mission-.  It  is  true,  that  v.>- 
labor  under  peculiar  disadvantages  for  this,  just  now.  Kvery  kind  of  b  i- 
siness  is  Buffering,  money  is  scarce,  the  whole  country  is  agitated  and  tic 
minds  of  the  people  everywhere  interested  in  the  progress  of  politic. I 
events,  lint  this  only  makes  it  more  imperative  on  us  to  make  the  great- 
er sacrifices,  and  to  labor  mora  earnestly.  For,  if  the  cause  of  Cod  de- 
clines, if  we  abandon  churches  that  have  been  constituted  and  step  the 
f (reaching  of  the  Gospel  in  the  destitute  parts  of  our  country,  wl  at  will 
iccoinc  of  us  as  a  people  ?  The  result  is  not  hard  to  be  seen.  Our  arm- 
ies, our  public  bodies,  what  will  they  be?  Instead  of  being-composed,  a« 
they  now  arc  to  bo  large  a  degree,  of  Christian  men  whose  counsels  God 
guides  and  whose  efforts  He  prospers,— they  will  become  assemblies  of  the 
ungodly,  upon  whom  the  curse  of  the  Almighty  will  rest.  And  apart  from 
the  danger  to  our  country,  resulting  from  the  withdrawal  of  the  sympathy 
of  the  Red  Men  on  our  western  border,  what  kind  of  return,  for  their  sell- 
sacrificing  and  generous  devotion,  would  it  be  for  us  to  withdraw  (air  Mis- 
sionaries from  them?  The  work  must  not  cease.  We  must  learn  whnt 
sacrifice  means.  We  must  not  be  discouraged.  We  must  imitate  Him, 
who,  "though  He  was  rich,  yet  for  our  sokes  became  poor,  that  we  through 
His  poverty  might  be  rich."  C.  MANLY,  Cha'n.
